A public Hearing for the_purpose of increasing the bonding for the Jail and House of 
Correction for Rockingham County was held this date in the Hilton Auditorium of the 
Rockingham Nursing Home in Brentwood, New Hampshire. Attending were the 
following Executive Committee Members: Reps: Benton, Blake, Boucher, Conners, 
Gage, Griffin, Kane, Krasker, Skinner, Tavitian. Other Reps Attending: 
Parr,Wojnowski, Parolise, Sytek, Smith.’ Others in attendance: Commissioner John 
C. Driscoll, Clerk; Commissioner Ernest P. Barka, Vice Chairman; Mr. Clarke R. 
Chandler, Treasurer; Mrs. Carrolle A. Hueter, Secretary to the Commissioners; Mr. 
Philip Cincade of Foster’s Daily Democrat; Mr Stephen Mazurka of the Portsmouth 
Herald; Mr. Sheldon Toplitt ot the Haverhill Gazette and four interested people from 
the general public. Mr. Donald Sumner, Architect, was also present to answer 
questions. 


The Public Hearing began at 7:30 P.M. with Ch. Wilson announcing that the 
procedure that would be followed would be an explanation from the Board of 
Commissioners as to where we stand currently, those who wanted to speak for or 
against the increased bonding of the Jail and House of Correction facilities and a 
question and answer period. She then turned the meeting over to Commissioners 
Driscoll and Barka. 


Commissioner Driscoll explained that the bids were opened the 15th of March, 
noting the base bid (low) was 25.338 million dollars, with additional requirements to 
meet the J.EAA program sections of %165,000., together with the 
architectural/Engineering fees of 9250,000. brought the jail facility itself up to 
25,753,000. He stated that site preparation work was already started, contracted at a 
cost of $134,285. He stated that 3.8 million dollars was originally budgeted for the 
jail itself, with an additional 1.2 million dollars for utility improvments and extensions 
such as the elevated storage tank, water line, modified sewer treatment plant and 
new well. He further explained that if you add all these figures, it brings the total 
money required to $6,856,990.00. Commissioner Driscoll explained that $300,000. 
has been appropriated over atwo year period of time in the Capital Reserve Account, 
less the funds that were taken out of the Capital Reserve Account for the 
modification to the Carlisle for the female correction facility (19,549.00), leaving a 
total of $275,540.00. 
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Commissioner Driscoll further stated that Board is asking to remove the restrictions, 
reducing the total bond issue by the amount to be received from the LEAA of 
$300,000. He stated that the bond issue was for $5,000,000. together with the three 
(3) noted items of funds available, brings the total to $575,540,000, with a short fall 
being 21,281,450. The figures that we have, he explained, do not include a 
Contingency Account. The full Board feels there should be a Contingency Account, 
stressing that it might not be necessary to use all funds or any part of it. He explained 
that a 5% Contingency Account on 6.9 million dollars would be about $345,000. An 
additional $200,000. will be persued through the LEAA. Commissioner Driscoll 
further emphasized that it is regretable that we have to be here tonight, but added 
that it is necessary, underlining that the County is in a court situation where it is 
bound to it & have gone through the LEAA Corrections Clearing House on Architect 
and Criminal] Justice in Champagne - Urbana. He stated that Rockingham County 
was mislead early on, with the expectation of an additional 1.5 million dollars from 
LEAA, which never materialized. With the requirement of going through the 
Clearinghouse in order to meet the latest court decisions on Corrections, and also 
what the American Correction Association, American Medical Association and the 
Sheriff's Association have determined to be the guidelines to new construction and 
modifications, Rockingham County has been pushed into another construction 
season, which has added substantially to the cost. Instead of having a per square 
foot cost of $40.00, the figure is about $80.00 per square foot. 


Commissioner Driscoll further added that he and Commissioner Barka, as well as 
the architect and the contractor, met today and it was agreed that the contract for the 
jail can be safely reduced by approximately $300,000. Commissioner Driscoll 
summed up his thoughts, underlining that Rockingham County is ‘over a barrel.” 


Rep. Benton asked Commissioner Driscoll if the primary reason that Rockingham 
Count is short on money is because the bids that came in were much higher than 
was anticipated? Commissioner Driscoll stated that that was true. He further 
explained that if you took the lowest bidder and highest bidder, there is a spread of 
2.6%. He noted that all bids received were very close. Mr. Donald Sumner, Architect, 
reitterated what Commissioner Driscoll explained, stating that the process started a 
few years ago. He explained that, like everything else, prices have increased due to 
inflation. just as construction costs have also. 


Rep. Tavitian questioned the increased in the bond issue when a professional © 
estimator was used. He questioned the large increase. Mr. Sumner spoke to Rep. 
Tavitian, stating that an estimate is an estimate, and a bid is a bid. He explained the © 
process used by the estimator, who used guesstimate figures for brick, block, — 
heating and plumbing, as opposed to a bidder who has a bid bond with his bid, andis | 
prepared to sign a contract, which guarantees the cost of building. Rep. Boucher — 
also spoke to Rep. Tavitian’s question, noting that quite some time ago, it was — 
anticipated there would be an over-run ora short fall in projected costs. At that point, 

a professional estimator was brought on board to get a better handle on a shortfall or — 
over-run situation. 
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At this point, Commissioner Barka read the base bids from the six (6) bidders 
responding. The following information was noted: Bonnett, Page & Stone - 
$5,338,000. (LOW); Charles Construction -$5,379,000.: R.C. Foss & Sons - 
$5,400,000.: Harvey Construction - $5,719,000.; Edward Marden Const. 
*5,439,000.; Perrini Construction - $5,477,000. Commissioner Barka explained that 
after meeting with the low bidder, the low bidder (Bonnett, Page and Stone) had 
fifteen (15) bids out within the last nine months, which were all over the original 
figures given. 


Rep. Tavitian asked the following question: Of the amount that’s been 
appropriated, how much of these funds are we obligated for? Commissioner 
Driscoll stated that Rockingham County is obligated for the water storage tank in the 
amount of $378,350., the site preparation work in the amount of $134,285. and the 
architectural work in the amount of $250,000. 


Rep. Gage noted her concerns as to how the cost of this project has doubled - almost 
tripled. She stressed her point that it seems like too much money. Commissioner 
Barka spoke to Rep. Gage reminding her of the court mandate regarding jail facilities 
in Rockingham County. Rep. Gage suggested that a more practical look be taken, to 
see what could be cut out from the plans, what Rockingham County could live 
without. Commissioner Barka reminded Rep. Gage that negotiations were made 
with the low bidder, to decrease the cost of construction by $300,000.00. 


Rep. Krasker inquired as to what these negotiations included? Commissioner 
Driscoll explained that a contract of bid documents call for certain items. These 
items are based upon the staff of Hersey Associates and their consulting engineers, 
as to what they would like to have in the building. Without violating the integrity of the 
project, certain economices can be effected by using alternates. The alternates to 
this point, he explained, have come up to slightly over $340,000. so that the end 
product will be the same, but you are not going to have the top quality items in the 
facility. 


Mr. Edward Gustafson spoke to his understanding of the court order. He stated it 
was his understanding that the court order said nothing about building a new jail, but 
that it did require certain changes in the status of prisoners, which he thought was 
being incorporated. He also stated he believed the court order was overturned, 
stressing that it is probably necessary, but certainly not mandated. He questioned 
whether there have been any additions asking whether all the changes in cost were 
reflections of inflation or differences between the estimates and the actual cost. 
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Commissioner Barka spoke to these questions, stating the increases have been due 
to inflation and estimates were low. Mr. Sumner also responded to Mr. Gustafson’s 
questions, stating that the scope of the project has been essentially the same. Mr. 


Gustafson then asked, in terms of money, what additional expenses to the original — 
proposal have incurred? Mr. Sumner stated that approximately 1/2 million dollars — 


worth of facilities to accomodate programs and certain requirements of LEAA have 
been incurred. Commissioner Driscoll further explained that the LEAA in 





Champagne-Urbana have come up with certain criteria by which all correctional — 


facilities are going to be judged. He emphasized that if a legal aid group got ahold of 
that document, which wasn t adherred to, it would be the basis for a law suit; that your 
not complying with the latest standards for criminal justice. 


Mr. Sumner further added that these directives of LEAA were questioned at one 
point in time. Rep. Boucher spoke to Mr. Gustafson’s question as to whether or not 
the cost of the project has increased. He explained that as of the last bond hearing, 
the project has decreased, i.e, the elimination of the water tower, pumps and ground 
storage tank. Mr. Gustafson then questioned how much of the increase is due to any 





conditions? Rep. Boucher spoke to that question, stating nothing has been added > 


on the facility, yet nothing has been taken away from the proposed facility. 


Rep. Parolise stated that he was opposed to the jail facility, opposed to the money 
spent for the facility, felt the facility was too big (48 cells for females/88 cells for 


males) for a county that doesn’t need this kind of a jail. He stated that he felt the © 
taxpayers in Rockingham County were getting ripped off. He stated that he realized — 
that prices have gone up - but was opposed to the substantial increase (35-38%). He | 


felt the jail size should be cut down in size, calling the proposed facilities a “country 
club.’ Rep. Boucher responded to Rep. Parolise’s statements, stating that if the 
project was started again, from ground zero - to go back to the drawing board and 


decrease the size of the facilities, it would entail another 6-8 months. He stated that 


the longer Rockingham County procrastinates on building, the longer its going to 
take to build it and the more its going to cost. He also explained that if Rockingham 
County “scratches” all plans approximately one million dollars will “go down the 
tubes.” 


Rep. Parolise spoke again, blaming the Board of Rockingham County 
Commissioners. He stated that it was the Commissioners who did just about — 


opposite of what the Delegation voted for. He stated that supposidly the government 
mandated such facility be built, and yet the Commissioners used government 
money to help build it. He added that the Delegation voted to seperate the job of 
Sheriff and Jailer, yet they (Commissioners) did the opposite, yet the Delegation was 
the majority vote. He stated it was about time somebody started telling the 
Commissioners were the dog died. 
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Rep. Benton questioned how the number of female and male cells were 
determined? Commissioner Driscoll stated that this jail is not being built for 1979, 
1981. It is being built for 25-30 years from now. During the course of the grant 
application through the Governor's Commission on Crime and Delinquency to 
LEAA, Rockingham County had to justify, based upon the past population and the 
projected population of Rockingham County, what the numbers would be during the 
operation and the lifetime of that facility. Towards that end, perhaps five years from 
now, you'll have that population inside the jail. He also stated that the proposed 
facility will be a multi-county facility. Sister counties were approached (Strafford, 
Merrimack and Hillsboro). These sister counties agreed they would be more than 
happy to send female prisoners to the correctional facility in Rockingham County, 
based upon the per-centage of the annual operating costs plus the ammitization of 
the bonds and the annual interest rates, until such time as Rockingham County 
demands that they can no longer accomodate sister counties. He stated that 
Rockingham County will receive approximately $20.00 per day from sister counties 
for each female prisoner. 


Rep. Kane questioned whether the court has mandated that Rockingham County 
build a new jail facility? Commissioner Driscoll spoke to this question, stating that 
the court mandated that Rockingham County had to have 70 square feet per cell. 

Commissioner Driscoll stated that Rockingham County could physically not have 70 
square feet per cell in the current facility. He emphasized that there were certain 
things in Judge Bownes's order which stand today. Certain others were overturned 
by the First Circuit Court of Appeals in Boston, however, the Clearinghouse in 
Champagne - Urbana did not really reflect upon those things which stood after the 
Circuit Court of Appeals acted and ruled. They took into consideration, court 
decisions in each of the fifty states. 


Mr. Edward Gustafson asked the following question: With the current number of 
prisoners that Rockingham County now has, is Rockingham County now meeting 
the standard set forth by the court mandate? Commissioner Driscoll responded to 
this question, stating that the court is taking the position of recognizing that 
Rockingham County is in the process of planning for and contracting for a new 
facility which will meet the guidelines for correctional facilities. Mr. Gustafson further 
asked the following question: With the number of prisoners Rockingham County 
now has, does Rockingham County need that square footage? Commissioner 
Driscoll added that Rockingham County is not currently meeting the court 
requirements, but added that Rockingham County is in the process of meeting the 
requirements. 


She 


Rep. Kane spoke to the feeling of the Delegation which felt the Sheriff's Department 
should not be located in the jail facilities. He questioned whether there has been any 
efforts made to reduce the scope of the building to remove all non-jail orientated 
programs? Commissioner Driscoll spoke to the contemplation some time ago, of 
two projects: 1. Renovation of the Rockingham County Administration Building to 
accomodate additional court space and 2. See if the Rockingham County 
Administration and Justice Building could be modified to meet the demands of 
growth within the various departments that existed down there. The initial 
recommendation from the Building Committee to the Executive Committee, from 
the Executive Committee to the full Rockingham County Delegation was that, in 
order to provide for the in-house growth in the Administration and Justice Building, it 
was more practical to have the Sheriffs Department in Brentwood, rather than in 
Exeter. Secondly, the judges wanted to have four full court rooms with jury capability 
plus possible expansion for two more. The Building Committee and the Executive 
Committee met to consider the possibility of adding two more court rooms to the 
project in Brentwood to take care of the criminal case load. After much deliberation 
between the Superior Court judges and Probate Court judges, the recommendation 
was to go with the facility in Brentwood and provide for expansion at the court house 
when the new jail was built by moving the Register of Probate upstairs into the 
Sheriffs Department and let the Register of Deeds take over the entire basement 
floor. 


Rep. Griffin questioned the life expectancy of galvinized over stainless steel? She 
also asked the comparison between wocd shelves and metal shelves? Mr. Sumner 
stated that in the context these items are to be used, galvanized used inside last fifty 
years or more. He also stated that wood or metal shelves, used indoors, would last 
about the same. Mr. Sumner noted that the decision to subsitute metal for wood was 
that it was thought there might be some surplus metal shelves available. Rather than 
hire the contractors to build shelves for the jail, the Commissioners would persue the 
possibility of getting some surplus shelving or through the Contingency or through 
the GSA at a substantial savings. 


Chairman Wilson advised that the Building Committee of the Rockingham County 
Delegation would take all the information under advisement on April 14, 1979 and 
noted that the Executive Board would meet on the 16th of April. At that time, the 
Executive Board will receive the recommendations of the Building Committee. The 
Executive Board recommendations will then be presented to the full Rockingham 
County Delegation in April 21, 1979. 


There being no further questions, and there being no further statements, the Public 
Hearing was completed at 8:40 P.M.

Stephen Page of Bonnette, Page and Stone; Foster’s Daily Democrat, Philip 
Kincade; Haverhill Gazette, Sheldon Toplitt; Portsmouth Herald Steven Mazurka; 
The Exeter News-Letter Mary Kroner and Mr. Edward Gustafson, resident of Exeter. 


Rep. Griffin called the meeting to order at 1:15 P.M. A quorum was declared. Rep. 
Griffin appointed Mrs. Carrolle A. Hueter to act as Clerk Pro-Tem, in the absence of 
the Clerk, Rep. Schwaner. She then turned the meeting over to Commissioner 
Prentiss to report on the status of the obligations of Rockingham County regarding 
the jail/house of correction facilities. Commissioner Prentiss explained that 
Rockingham County is committed to $790,000.00 total, to date, for various items 
such as site preperation work, stand pipe, engineering fees, water line engineering 
and hook up of water pipe. He noted that, with the addition of three items: water 
distribution system, modification to water sewer plant system and new well, it would 
increase the total amount to $1,301,535.00. Commissioner Prentiss noted at this 
time, the low bidder received, in the amount of $5,503,000.00. 


Mr. Donald Sumner, Architect for Rockingham County, then explained and 
described what each floor of the new proposed facility will accomodate. He noted 
that for every “pod” (wing) deleted, the amount of (approximately) $360,000 could 
be deleted. Mr Sumner stated that by deleting 3 “pods” (the elimination of cell area) 
and the Sheriffs Department, the cost of the facility would still exceed the approved 
sum voted by the Rockingham County Delegation. He also noted that, by deleting 3 
“pods” and eliminating the Sheriffs Department, it would also eliminate expansion 
at the Rockingham County Administration and Justice Building, as planned for 
when the Sheriffs Department moved to the new facilities. 


At this point in the meeting, it was the feeling of the Board of Rockingham County 
Commissioners, that they did not want to be a party to building a facility to make the 
tax burden less costly now and more costly down the road at a later date.

Mr. Sumner noted the contractor's prices for cuts to the new facility. The following 
was noted: a. Cut female portion of building-°793,825.;b. Cut males (2 pods)- 
9453,376.; c. Cut Sheriffs Department area - 9357,968. Total deletion amounted 
to $1,605,169.00. 


Discussion followed. Rep. Boucher spoke to learning what the opposition wants for 
the new jail facilities. He spoke to the last vote taken at the Rockingham County 
Delegation, regarding the vote of increasing the bonding. Several alternatives were 
spoken to. Rep.Quimby then gave a proposal for consideration of the Executive 
Committee. Discussion followed his proposal. A motion was then made by Rep. 
Connors, duly seconded by Rep. Pucci that the Board of Rockingham County 
Commissioners be directed to present the Executive Committee with a brief history 
of the Building Committee and Executive Board meetings with consideration of 
alternatives, usage of buildings, and come up with information for use by the 
Delegation. Included in this report would also be figures on personnel. Discussion 
followed the motion. At this point in the meeting, Rep. Krasker spoke to ‘laying the 
cards on the table” regarding the delegation being polarized. She felt that the 
Sheriffs Department/Jailer position should be taken into consideration, relative to 
the last vote of the full Rockingham County Delegation. She explained that perhaps 
the vote taken at the last meeting was due to the fact that some of the Rockingham 
County Delegation members are still opposed to the Sheriff being Jailer in the new 
facility. Rep. Kane noted that the motion on the floor before the Executive 
Committee was non-effective. Rep. Connors then withdrew his motion. Rep. Pucci 
withdrew her second. 


Rep. Quimby then offered the following motion: Request the additional bonding 
authority of six hundred thousand dollars. By living within our five million six 
hundred thousand, we are proposing to reduce the project by one pod male, one 
pod female and three utility items amounting to 7512,000.00. This leaves the 
Sheriffs Department and Juvenile Detention cells in the new facility. And that the 
Building Committee make this proposal with specifics to the Rockingham County 
Delegation at the earliest possible opportunity. Rep. Pucci seconded the motion. 
Discussion followed the motion. On a call for a vote on the motion, it was recorded as 
affirmative, with one recorded as voting in the negative. 


Mr. Sumner suggested that another meeting be held with the Executive Committee. 
At this time, he will have contacted the low bidder (Bonnette, Page & Stone), and 
worked up final figures. It was decided that the Executive Committee would meet 
May 7, 1979 at 1:00 P.M. in the Commissioners Conference Room of the 
Rockingham Nursing Home in Brentwood, New Hampshire. After much discussion, 
the full Rockingham County Delegation will be scheduled to meet in Concord, after 
adjournment of the House on Wednesday, May 9, 1979. Mr. Stephen Page of 
Bonnette, Page & Stone then stated at this time, that he will hold his figures until a 
week from Friday.

PURPOSE: To review proposed deduction costs for the proposed Rockingham 
County Jail/House of Correction. 


The meeting was called to order by Ch. Griffin at 1:00 P.M. As requested, the Clerk 
called the roll. The above Executive Committee members answered. A quorum was 
declared. Ch. Griffin then turned the meeting over to Com. Prentiss, to review the 
May 7, 1979 figures that were presented by the architect, prior to the 1:00 P.M. 
.scheduled meeting of the Executive Committee. 


Com. Prentiss explained that, as of May 7, 1979, a total of $4,755,365. was available 
for construction for the new Rockingham County Jail/House of Correction. He 
noted that the original bid with Aiternates was received at °5.502,000. With the 
deduction of the wing deletion (503,000.) and deductions for changes ($356,097. ), 
he explained that it would cost $4,642,903. for construction of the new planned 
tacilities as of the May 7, 1979 figures. It was further explained that with the total of 
funds available (°4,755,365.), minus the construction costs as of May 7, 1979 
($4,642,903.), it would leave a total of $112,462. for contingency. 


Several questions were raised relative to what the current facility will accomodate 
(male and female cell areas). It was noted that currently, the present jail has a total of 
seventy-five cells. At this point in the meeting, Commissioner Prentiss noted a point 
of interest for Executive Committee members to consider. He explained that if the 
Rockingham County Delegation, in their wisdom, does not want to increase the 
bond issue, or does not want to build a new jail facility in Rockingham County, 
Rockingham County is committed for seven hundred ninety thousand dollars 
($790,000.). He further explained that, if the Rockingham County Delegation 
decided to not build a new jail facility, there will be no money received from the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Administration (_EAA). Commissioner Prentiss stated 
that there is approximately three hundred thousand dollars (?300,000.) in the Capital 
Reserve Account. He noted the difference between $790,000. (amount already 
committee) and +300,000. (approximate amount of money in Capital Reserve 
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Account) as being four hundred ninety thousand dollars (490,000), which has to be 
raised somehow. Commissioner Prentiss commented, whether it is the pleasure of 
the Rockingham County Delegation to take out that much money (°490,000.) in a 
bond issue or whatever, the money has to be raised to pay the bills." Commissioner 
Prentiss also noted that, after the adjournment of the Executive Committee meeting, 
the Commissioners, together with the architect and the low bidder, would discuss 
cost sharing formulas. 


It was noted that the Full Rockingham County Delegation would vote on increasing 
the bond issue by %600,000. on Wednesday, May 9, 1979, five minutes after » 
adjournment of the House of Representatives in Concord, New Hampshire. 


There being no further business to come before the meeting, Rep. Benton moved 
for adjournment, duly seconded by Rep. Quimby and so voted in the affirmative at

Several representatives 
spoke to utilizing the services of the County Attorney of Rockingham County when 
legal problems arise. It was also suggested that Attorney Eldredge be present at the 
August 11, 1979 meeting. Rep. Benton spoke to the need of having money available 
within Delegation budget for other sources of legal counsel, should legal assistance 
be needed from other sources, other than the County Attorney. Rep. Beverly Gage 
spoke to the need for having legal counsel available for August 11, 1979. A motion 
was then made by Rep. Beverly Gage, duly seconded by Rep. Greene that the 
Rockingham County Delegation Chairman persue legal counsel for the August 11, 
1979 meeting.

The Public Hearing commenced at 10:00 A.M. with Ch. Wilson chairing the meeting. 
She asked if there was anyone interested in speaking for against the ratification of 
votes passed on July 15, 1978 and May 9, 1980 for the bonding of the jail, house of 
correction and Sheriffs Department facilities. Mr. Harold Sherman of Brentwood, 
New Hampshire rose and spoke in opposition of the jail facilities. He stated that he 
has watched the jail facilities planning go from an embrio to a monster. Mr. Sherman 
spoke to Judge Bownes decision regarding pre-trial detainees, and spoke against a 
large expenditure of 5.6 million to accomodate “detainees”. He felt that since that 
decision, the plans have expanded considerably, noting that the expansion of those 
plans comes from the pocketbooks of the taxpayers. Mr. Sherman spoke to the 
initial investment of the capital reserve fund of $350,000 with the estimate of the jail 
at that time of 3 million dollars - noting that was not an unreasonable figure. He 
spoke to the initial figure of 3 million, which then rose to 5 million to 6.2 million 
dollars. He spoke to the wisdom of the Delegation for not voting for 6.2 million, but 
rather settling for 5.6 million dollars. He stated that for 5.6 million, the facility will 
accomodate everthing and stressed that the proposed facility is commonly referred 
toas The Brentwood Hilton”. He felt the taxpayers should consider that amount of 
money. Mr. Sherman questioned whether those involved really know what they are 
doing. Mr. Sherman stated that until any moneyis available for bonding, any money 
that has been spent is totally irresponsible, noting money spent for site preparation, 
architect and contract payments, stressing the finai straw was that money was 
borrowed against the pending bond issue. He questioned if this practice is 
_ authorized and by whom. 
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Mr. Sherman went on to state that Rockingham County is not obligated to pay any 
bills, other than what has already been paid (because it's too late for that). He also 
stated that after all the expenditures, the frustration, and all the increases which have - 
occured, it's about time that the Delegation show the courage that they did when 
they voted down the 6.2 million dollars and show a little more courage and say ‘no, 
we dont need that kind of facility.” He summed up his thoughts, stating that a great | 
deal of consideration should be given at this point, to eliminate those who have been — 
responsible for this program - eliminate those who have mishandled it so badly.

Chairman Wilson asked if there were any question from members of the Executive | 
Committee. There being none, she asked if there was anyone else present that would } 
like to testify for or against the retification of the July 15, 1978 and May 9, 1979 votes. 
Since there was no one else who wished to speak, Chairman Wilson closed the | 
Public Hearing at 10:00 A.M.

PURPOSE: To ratify the votes passed July 15, 1978 and May 9, 1979 appropriating 
five million six hundred thousand dollars for a new jail, house of correction and 
Sheriffs Department facility. 


The meeting commenced at 10:20 A.M. The Chairman requested the Clerk to call 
the roll. The above representatives answered the call. Chairman Wilson stated the 
purpose of the meeting, and asked if there were any representatives who wished to 
speak. At this point in the meeting, Rep. Boucher moved, duly seconded by Rep. 
Schwaner that the votes passed July 15, 1978 and May 9, 1979 appropriating 
$5,600,000.00 for a new jail, house of correction and Sheriff s Department facility are 
hereby confirmed and ratified and that in accordance with said votes the county 
commissioners are authorized to raise said appropriation by the issue of 
$5,600,000.00 bonds of the county under RSA 28 and the Municipal Finance Act. 
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Rep. Woodman questioned the procedure of voting on the particular motion made 
by Rep. Boucher. Mr. Carleton Eldredge, County Attorney for Rockingham County, 
explained that such motion and the language used was correct. Rep. Ellyson spoke 
to consideration of bonding for a fifteen year period as opposed to increasing the 
county tax, which he noted, would be a substantial increase. Mr. Eldredge stated that 
money that has been committed by contract and money already spent on the 
proposed jail, house of correction and Sheriffs Department facility would do 
monetary damage to the County of Rockingham if such bonds were not passed. 
Discussion followed whereby Rep. Hoar moved to amend the motion, duly 
seconded by Rep. Collins to state that the votes passed July 15, 1978 and MAY 9, 
1979 appropriating °5,600,000. for a new jail, house of correction are hereby ratified 
and that in accordance with said votes the county commissioners are authorized to 
raise said appropriation by the issues of $5,600,000. bonds of the county under RSA 
28 and the Municipal Finance Act, but to expend no funding for the Sheriffs 
Department facilities. Discussion followed. Mr. Stephen Page of Bonnette, Page and 
Stone spoke, stating that contracts have been drawn up for material purchases and 
that should the Delegation vote no on the bonding, Rockingham County would not 
receive a fair price on material already purchased on buy back. 


Mr. Clarke Chandler, Treasurer of Rockingham County, then spoke to the 
Delegation regarding the procedure on going to Bond Counsel. He explained in 
detail, the procedure that was taken in 1978 and 1979, and the particular reason that 
the Delegation was meeting today for the ratification of votes taken July 15,1978 and 
May 9, 1979. Rep. Jones questioned whether the Commissioners are liable, should 
the vote on the ratification be in the negative. Mr. Eldredge explained that the 
Commissioners were in compliance with the laws of the State of New Hampshire, 


and that the Commissioners would not be liable. 


Rep. Newman and Rep. Peterson spoke in favor of the Hoar amendment. Rep. 
Newman spoke to the negative concept of law enforcement and jail being housed in 
the same facility. He spoke to the separation of the position of Jailer and Sheriff. 
Rep. Campbell spoke against the Hoar amendment. A motion was then made by 
Rep. Gage B., duly seconded by Rep. Pantelakos to amend the amendment, stating 
the following: That the votes passed July 15, 1978 and May 9, 1979 appropriating 
25,600,000. for a new jail, house of correction and Sheriff's Department facility are 
hereby ratified and that in accordance with said votes the county commissioners are 
authorized to raise said appropriation by the issue of ¥5,000,000. bonds of the 
county under RSA 28 and the Municipai Finance Act. Discussion followed. Rep. 
Boucher spoke in favor of supporting the original motion, and spoke against the 
Gage amended amendment. Much discussion followed whereby Rep. 
Quimby/Tavitian moved the question. Motion to limit debate was voted 
affirmatively. A call for a vote on the amended amendment was recorded on a voice 
vote in the negative. Rep. Woodman spoke in favor of the Hoar amendment, stating 
that the Sheriff s Department facilities, located in the proposed new jail facilities is the 
“nub” of the problem. She spoke to the feeling of some of the Delegation members, 
who strongly support the belief the the Sheriff should not be the Jailor. She also 
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spoke to the duties of the Sheriffs Department as law enforcement officers, jailors 
and stressed the importance of court officers. Rep. Schwaner spoke against the 
Hoar amendment, along with Rep. Quimby and Rep. Campbell. Rep. 
MacDonald/Pucci moved the question. A vote on the motion to limit debate was 
voted in the affirmative. A roll call was requested on the Hoar amendment. A vote on 
the amendment, by roll call was listed as followes: YEAS: Butler, Carpenito, Collins, 
Connors, Dunfey, Gibbons, Hoar, Jones, Kane, Keenan, Newman, Parolise, Pevear, 
‘Smith, Splaine, Woodman. NAYS: Appel, Blake, Boucher, Cahill, Campbell, Davis, 
Ellyson, Felch, Flanagan, Flynn, Gage B., Gage C., Gould, Greene, Hartford, 
Jackson, Kashulines, King, Kozacka, Landry, Lovejoy, MacDonald, McEachern, 
Nelson, Newell, Pantelakos, Peterson, Pucci, Quimby, Reese, Rogers, Schwaner, 
Stickney, Stimmell, Sytek, Tavitian, Tufts.

Discussion followed whereby Rep. Collins moved to amend the motion to state that 
the County Delegation raise the sum of 963,021.00 dollars for the purposes of 
capital improvements, which are 1.2 million dollars, reduced by $311,979.00 of 
reserve, and $75,000.00 to fund the investigation committee (5 elected) to look into 
the renovations of the present jail facility. This amendment was seconded by Rep. 
Smith. Rep. Collins spoke to his motion, questioning the legality of the contract with 
Bonnett, Page and Stone. Rep. Smith moved, duly seconded by Rep. Carpenito to 
amend the amendment that the County Delegation ask the Attorney General for a 
complete investigation of the whole mess at the jail. Much discussion followed 
whereby Rep. Collins/Pucci moved the question. The motion to limit debate was 
recorded in the affirmative. A call on the amended amendment on a voice vote was 
recorded in the negative. A call for the amendment was recorded in the negative on 
a voice vote. The Chairman then called for a vote on the criginal motion. A roll call 
was requested.

CETA Meeting - purpose 


The Chairman opened this meeting at 12:25 P.M. and asked the Chairman of the 


special five member committee to please report on the activity of the committee. 
Rep. Felch, Chairman of the special five member committee, reported that the 
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Committee had met with the Commissioners and then traveled to Boston to meet 
with Department of Labor representatives. He then turned the meeting over to Rep. 
Quimby, who gave an up-dated report of the committee’s actions. 


Rep. Quimby spoke to the meeting which the five member committee had met with 
the Board of Rockingham County Commissioners. After the adjournment of this 
meeting, the committee then traveled to Boston, to meet with representatives of the 
Department of Labor. He noted that at this meeting, the committee met with Mr. 
John Bailey and Ms. Barbara Farmer. Rep. Quimby stated that at this meeting, 
discussion followed regarding alternative sponsorship of the CETA program. He 
noted several options that were available, explaining that Strafford County could 
possibly state exceptional circustances to go alone with the CETA Program, and also 
noted the concept of a non-profit organization handling the CETA Program. Also 
discussed with Department of Labor representatives was the Whittemore Study 
proposal. Rep. Quimby also spoke to the meeting the committee attended, along 
with Mr. John Bailey, two staff aides and Mr. Alan Thompson of the CIID, along with 
the Rockingham County Commissioners. At this meeting, the committee learned 
that the Commissioners of Rockingham and Strafford Counties want to do a study of 
the program. The committee requested information from the Rockingham County 
Commissioners before the August 11, 1979 meeting of the Rockingham County 
Delegation, to better inform the members as to what the possible options and 
alternatives might be. He stated that it was the unanimous feeling of the committee, 
that they had and have good faith in the Department of Labor and the Rockingham 
County Commissioners, stressing that they wanted to see the CETA Program 
improve the services to the county at the local level. Much discussion followed. Rep. 
Felch then moved, duly seconded by Rep. Quimby that the five member committee 
be retained to further study and keep abreast with the study of CETA and keep the 
Rockingham County Delegation advised. Discussion followed whereby Rep. 
Newman spoke to his concerns regarding the committee given the approval of the 
entire Delegation’s vote of continuing the CETA program. Rep. Quimby spoke to his 
thoughts, stating that the Delegation has no right to step in on administrative 
matters. Rep. Boucher asked to go on record that he is not in favor of extending his 
voting rights to the five member committee. He noted that he is otherwise in favor of 
the motion. Rep. MacDonald stated that as a member of the five member 
committee, he is not in favor of voting for the entire Delegation, reitterating that the 
committee's purpose was to investigate - not to vote for the entire Delegation. Rep. 


Quimby spoke to his agreement with Rep. MacDonald. 


Rep. Smith spoke to the arrogance of the Commissioners for not attending the 
meeting, to better explain the situation. She noted her disappointment in them, and 
stated that she felt it was a personality problem involved. Rep. Jones spoke in 
agreement to Rep. Smith. Both Reps. Felch and Appel stated that the 
Commissioners hold all the cards, and that it is their administrative decision. 

Discussion followed whereby Rep. Newman moved, duly seconded by Rep. Pevear 
to amend the motion, to recess the meeting and that the Delegation meet again on 
Monday, August 13,1979 at 7:00 P.M. in the Hilton Auditorium of the Rockingham 
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Nursing Home to further discuss this topic. A call for a vote on the admendment was | 
recorded as a voice vote overwhelmingly in the negative. A call for the vote on the 
original motion was recorded as a vote in the affirmative on a voice vote. Reps: — 
Boucher, Schwaner, Gould, Reese and Gage B. wished to be recorded as voting in © 
the negative, on a motion by Rep. Parolise that the entire Convention go on record as ~ 
in favor of the CETA program. Motion seconded by Rep. Newman. The motion was 
adopted by voice vote.

PURPOSE: To review the third quarterly report of cash receipts and disbursements

OTHERS PRESENT: Commissioners: Prentiss, Driscoll, Barka 


The meeting commenced at 10:00 A.M. with the Executive Committee Chairman 
Ruth L. Griffin opening the meeting to discussion regarding the third quarterly report 
on cash receipts and disbursements. 


Rep. Benton reported regarding the County Attorney/Medical Referee budget, 
stating that it is possible that the Medical Referee portion of this budget may exceed 
its budget in these last two months by 71,000. He stated that when the budget was 
adopted, the costs of autopsies increased, and more autopsies were done than 
planned. He stated that the Medical Referee/County Attorney Sub-Committee will 
be meeting to further discuss budgetary figures that will be incorporated into this 
budget for 1980. 


In regards to the Register of Deeds budgets expenses for the third quarter, it was 
noted that this was up 63% due to the lack of activitv in the real estate market. A 
question was raised regarding the Probate Court expenses at 100+%. Commissioner 
Driscoll spoke to this question, stating that this increase was due to new legislation 
regarding parental rights and guardianship. When questioned regarding the 
Maintenance expenses, Com. Prentiss explained that this portion of the budget was 
at 65%, noting that after reviewing the projected 1980 budget, it would be cut 
substantially. 


Commissioner Driscoll addressed questions raised by Rep. Quimby relative to the 
Farm, the construction of the buildings on the Farm as well as the position of Farm 
Manager. It was noted that the Farm budget was at 71%. Rep. Rogers, Ch. of the 
Rockingham Nursing Home Sub-Committee reported that the Home budget was ai 
66%, explaining that utility expenses have risen, as did the equipment needed for the 
Home. 
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Com. Prentiss gave an up-date on the construction of the new Jail/House of | 
Correction facilities. He stated the building is being closed in. so that construction | 
can continue throughout the winter months. The estimated time of completion was — 
noted as December 1980. Ch. Griffin questioned the Old Age Assistance portion of 
the budget, noting it was 100+%. Com. Prentiss explained that the reason for this 
deficit was due to new legislation, noting that three hundred seventy (370) cases | 
were transferred to Rockingham County because of this new legislation, which will 
add substantial costs to this portion of the 1980 budget. | 


Commissioner Prentiss reported regarding Board and Care Children, noting that at — 
the end of October, this portion of the budget would be 110.5%, an overexpenditure — 
of $11,000. In regards to Direct Relief, Com. Prentiss stated that at the end of | 
October, this item would be at 104% expended. He explained the reasoning for the 
increases, stating that certain court cases had to be paid from these two portions of 
the budget. He also explained that the new legislation, which was recently passed, 
and the lack of input from the legally liable unit also added to this increase. 


County Delegation Expenses - It was noted that as of October 1, 1979, this portion of 
the budget had a decifit of $2,100. Ch. Wilson noted that the Delegation would meet 
once more before the end of fiscal 1979, along with sub-committee meetings where 
work will be done on the budget, to bring before the annual budget meeting. 


Ch. Griffin questioned the charge in the set up of the CETA Program, and asked what 
will become of the printing program, for printing of the County report. Com. Driscoll 
stated that presently, the cost involved for printing has been the cost of the paper. 
After meeting with Southern New Hampshire Services and the Department of Labor, 
it was proposed that a dollar figure be established for any labor and overhead which 
might be involved, including materials. He noted that it would be more than it was 
last year, but less than in previous years. 


Superior Court Specials - Com. Prentiss explained that the largest expenditure under 
this item was for a word processor, which, after speaking with Mr. Samaha, indicated 
would not be spent. Com. Driscoll spoke to Unemployment Insurance, stating that 
the New Hampshire Municipal Association has been designated as the program 
agent for unemployment compensation for Rockingham County. He further 
explained that seventy-five dollars (975.00) per employee has been budgeted, noting 
that Rockingham County had three options available under the Bill. 


Com. Driscoll spoke to the Rock. Conservation District portion of the budget, 
explained that at the time the 1979 budget was adopted, the Rock. Cons. Dist. had 
two (2) CETA employees, and it was questioned whether these two employees 
would be extended from the start of the year through the end of September, which 
they were. He noted this as the reason for the expenditure of 53%. 


With no further discussion, Rep. Wilson moved, seconded by Rep. Gage to accept 
the third quarterly report of disbursements as presented. Motion voted unanimously 
in the affirmative.

Com. Prentiss explaine J that as far as the Commissioners Dept. the lag in revenues 
is due to the Department of Labor not paying any rent on the old Administration 
Building where the CETA program is housed since the beginining of the year. He 
also reviewed Public Assistance, Revenue Sharing, Water Pollution and Interest on 
C.D.’s, regarding estimated revenues for 1979. He explained that in regards to Water 
Pollution, records indicate that this sum was posted under general revenues. Com. 
Prentiss stated that in regards to OAA—MA, the sum of $215,000. was the 
backpayment which was to be received at the Nursing Home this year for the first six 
months. He stated that this payment will appear under the County Home Revenues. 
He further stated that the OAA-MA was a one time, non reaccuring item, which was 
not shown together with the County Home revenues, which would be misleading. 


Also reviewed by Com. Prentiss was the net budget surplus, total of estimated 
revenues and the amount to be raised by taxes. With no further questions, Rep. Gage 
moved, duly seconded by Rep. Wilson to accept the Third Quarterly Cash Report as 
presented. Motion was voted unanimouly in the affirmative. 


There being no furth2r business to come before the meeting, Rep. Benton moved, 
duly seconded by Rep. Gage for adjournment. This motion was voted unanimously 
in the affirmative at 12:15 P.M.

The meeting commenced at 10:20 A.M. with Rep. Griffin explaining that the 
purpose of the meeting was to review the proposed 1980 budget and to give 
approval to the County Treasurer to borrow up to an amount that shall not exceed 
the amount necessary to be raised by the County Tax for the year 1980 and the 
transaction of any other business pertaining to the County. 


Mr. Samaha reviewed his budget, detailing salaries, payroll expenses and 
operational expenses. He explained his reasoning for not purchasing a word 
processor, which was to be purchased from Revenue Sharing monies in 1978. A 
question was raised as to whether or not other departments within the County 
Administration Building could utilize one word processor. Mr. Samaha thought this 
unlikely. Mr. Edward J. Howard then reported regarding the Register of Probate 
budget, whereby he reviewed salary increases within the classification/merit system, 
office supplies as well as contracts for service to machinery in the Probate Office. 


Mrs. Holland reviewed her budget, noting that clerical salaries have increased, due to 
hiring two full-time employees who were working part-time. Payroll expenses, 
operating expenses as well as office supplies were also reviewed. Rep. Wilson stated 
that the sub-committee for the Registry of Deeds was recommending a 7% salary 
increase for Mrs. Holland in 1980 and an 8% increase in 1981. Mr. Carleton Eldredge 
then reported regarding his budget, noting that his budget is combined with the 
Medical Referee budget. He noted that, due to legislation, a change in the fee 
charged to medical referees from $30.00 per viewing to a determined fee set by the 
County. He explained that a fee was established, stating that it was a combination of 
a base fee and an hourly charge. He noted the base fee of $35.00 with an hourly fee 
of $30.00 per hour. He also reviewed the establishement of a morgue, which is 
located at the Rockingham Nursing Home. Mr. Eldredge spoke to his proposed 
1980 budget, noting that the major change is in salaries of personnel within his 
office. Mr. Eldredge spoke to the need for a third assistant county attorney, to work 
on a regular basis on the district court level. He stated that this third person is 
projected within his 1980 budget, as well as a salary increase for himself, to keep his 
position comparable with the position of the Clerk of Superior Court and the 
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Attorney General. He noted the increase in the work load within his office, stating 
that responsibilities have increased as well as functions of that office for personnel. 
He spoke at this time, for the need of a word processor, to be utilized within the 
County Attorney's Office, which would eliminate the need for a third clerical person. 
This item, he noted, was within his 1960 budget proposal. 


Mr. Clarke Chandler, Treasurer, then reviewed his budget. He stated that due to new 
legislation, fees for the position of Deputy Treasurer have increased from $5.00 per 
day to 915.00 per day. At this time, Mr. Chandler informed Executive Committee 
members that 2.5 million dollars has been borrowed for the construction of the new 
jail facilities, and stated that the remainder will be borrowed shortly. He also 
explained at this time that the monies in the treasury of the County are insufficient to 
meet the demands of the new year beginning January 1,1980. Discussion followed 
whereby Rep. Tavitian moved, seconded by Rep. Benton that because monies in the 
treasury are insufficient to meet the demands of the new year beginning January 1, 
1980, approval be given to the Treasurer, upon the order of the County 
Commissioners, to borrow up to an amount that shall not exceed the amount 
necessary to be raised by the County tax for the year 1980. 


There being no discussion, the vote on the motion was recorded unanimous in the 
affirmative. 


The Sheriffs Department budget was then reviewed, with regard to cruiser 
maintenance, gasoline, insurance, salaries for deputies and baliffs. Sheriff Sampson 
explained that his budget reflects a 4.9% increase for salaries, in relationship to the 
salary classification/merit system within the County. He also, at this time reviewed 
the Jail budget. 


Commissioner Prentiss reviewed the Commissioners budget, explaining that 
salaries were down from 1979 due to one employee retiring. He also reviewed 
payroll expenses and operating expenses, noting that payrnents on the Burrough’s 
Machine will continue from the Nursing Home, although CETA payments will not. 
He further explained that taxes on the Old Administration Building will be paid by the 
Department of Labor, as will the monthly electricity use. 


Commissioner Prentiss reviewed the Maintenance budget, explaining that the major 
increase in the budget was due to the increase in costs for oil and fuels, also noting a 
new item regarding unemployment insurance. Com. Prentiss suggested at this time 
that the item for storm windows, as requested by Mr. Samaha in the Clerk of Courts 
Budget, be incorporated within the Maintenance budget. 


Commissioner Prentiss reviewed the Farm budget, explaining that the budget was 
prepared by the Farm Sub-Committee and the Board of Commissioners. he stated 
that Rockingham County is now advertising for a new Farmer in the Agricultural 
Review and Farm Management publications. Com. Prentiss reviewed farm payroll 
expenses, operating expenses as well as the total operating expenses. At this time, 
he also reviewed the slaughter house facilities, stating that it is one of two in the State 
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of New Hampshire which has governmental inspection. He further explained that 
the County of Rockingham receives 1/3 of the total cost involved for slaughtering 
animals. He also explained that the Commissioners meet weekly with Mr. Benjamin 
Keezar, who utilizes the slaughtering facilities, to check on the operation. he 
emphasized that all monies received are in the form of a check, made payable to 
Rockingham County Farm. Com. Prentiss also informed Executive committee 
members that sheep slaughtering is done at the slaughter facilities, with a price of 
$15.00 per animal or $100.00 per day, whichever is greater. He noted that 
improvements regarding the methods of slaughtering are done on a regular basis. 
The facilities are kept clean, neat and orderly, he stated. 


The Rockingham Nursing Home budget was then reviewed, detailing operating 
expenses, payroll expenses and salaries. Com. Prentiss explained that the Old Age 
Assistance budget has increased substantially, and would have a major effect on the 
1980 budget. He also reviewed the Direct Relief budget and Board and Care 
Children budget, stating that these budgets have uncontrollable costs. 


The meeting recessed at 1:04 P.M. for lunch. It was reconvened at 2:00 P.M., with 
Com. Prentiss reviewing the proposed Delta Dental Plan for Rockingham County 
employees. He explained that the County did look into up-grading the Blue Cross 
Blue Shield plan, but found it too expensive. 


Delegation Expenses were also reviewed, as was the Printing of the County Report. 
It was stated that this line item would be eliminated, and would be put under the 
Commissioners budget this year. 


In regards to Revenue Sharing, Rep. Beverly Gage reported that the sub-committee 
did meet, and had no recommendations to give to the Executive Committee, until 
after the Public Hearing on the budget. 


There being no further business to come before the meeting, Rep. Gage moved to 
adjourn the meeting. This motion was seconded by Rep. Benton and was so voted 
unanimously in the affirmative at 3:30 P.M.

The meeting commenced at 10:20 A.M. Ch. Griffin explained the purpose of the 
_ Public Hearing was to receive input from the public regarding the proposed 1980 
_ budget. She explained that the meeting would follow Masons Rules of Order, which 
_ are followed at legislative meetings in Concord. The public was invited to speak for 


or against the 1980 proposed budget. 
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Mr. Edward Gustafson of Exeter, N.H. spoke against the ruling of the Chair. He stated 
that by following these rules, the public could not ask questions concerning the 
proposed 1980 budget. Rep. Rogers and Rep. Blanchette also spoke in opposition 
to the ruling of the Chair, asking that the Chair reconsider, allowing the public to ask 
questions of department heads/elected officials concerning their proposed 1980 
budget. Mr. Gustafson stated that he would challange the ruling of the Chair, should 
the public not be allowed to speak. 


Cnty. Attorney Eldredge spoke to his budget and the reflected increases. he 
reviewed N.H. RSA 6:11 regarding viewing costs for unattended deaths, stating that 
he and the Medical Referee/ County Attorney Sub-Committee worked together to 
establish an adequate wage for medical referees, stating a base charge of 935.00 
together with an additional charge of $30.00 per hour. He also reviewed the salary 
structure for personnel within his oftice, emphasizing the need for an additional 
lawyer to assist local police departments on the district court level. He spoke to his 
noted salary increase within his budget, stating that it should be comparable to the 
Attorney General and the Clerk of Superior Court. 


Rep. Newman at this time, expressed his disappointment in that the public was not 
being allowed to ask questions. He stated that as a Rep., he would have further 
opportunities to ask questions regarding the prosposed budget, but that members 
of the public, who are here today, do not have that same opportunity. 


Mr. Unwar J. Samaha spoke to his amended budget. He reviewed in length, the 
items noted, stating that at this time, he would not purchase a word processor as he 


had anticipated purchasing in 1979 from Revenue Sharing funds. Mr. Clarke 
Chandler, Treas., spoke to his budget, explaining that the increase in per diem for 
Dep. Treasurers has risen from °5.00 per day to $15.00 per day, which he noted, was 
reflected within his budget. Mrs. Edith Holland, Register of Deeds then spoke to her 
Eudget, noting clerical salaries have increased, due to part time employees 
becoming full-time. 


Discussion followed regarding relaxing the rules set forth by the Chair. This request 
was made by several representatives and members of the public. Rep. Jones asked 
the Chair if it was possible if the public could speak to the individual budgets, after the 
department head had spoken. Ch. Griffin responded, stating that the procedure was 


that dept. heads come forward to speak to their budget and, before the public 
hearing ends, there will be a period of time when people can speak for the first, 
second or third time to the budget. Rep. Boucher questioned the chair, asking 
whether he could make a motion that the Public Hearing go to a town meeting type 
of forum. He further questioned the Chair if, on a personal privilege, would she 
recognize him to make that motion. Ch. Griffon stated that she would recognize any 
motion that is made. Rep Boucher then moved that the Public Hearing go to a town 
meeting type of forum, picking up Item 6. Motion seconded by Rep Quimby. Rep. 
Boucher stated his motion dod not intend for the chair to step down. Rep. 
Blanchette 
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spoke to the confusion created by the motion, stressing that there were many people 
in attendance who wished to speak to certain line items within the county budget. 
She further stated that she felt that members of the Delegation in attendance were in 
attendance, not as House members but rather, operating as county delegates, to get 
all the input possible from the public. Rep. Krasker stated that she was symphatetic 
to the desire of the public to have as much input into the budget as possible, further 
stating that she wished to amend the motion, stating that her motion read that 
people have a right to speak only once to each budget, after each department 
presentation. Rep. Boucher seconded the amendment. The vote was recorded in 
the affirmative with on negative vote from Rep. Benton. 


Rep. Collins apologized to the public. he suggested that since there was so much 
confusion regarding the Chair's request to run the meeting by Masons Rules of 
Orde;z, Delegation members. elected officials and department heads should be 
available to hold a public forum to receive public testimony for and against the 
proposed 1980 budget, as well as giving the public the opportunity to question the 
budget. Rep. Benton stated that, after checking the NH law statutes, he wished to 
vote in favor of the amended motion. Request was recorded. 


_ Mr. Edward J. Howard, Register of Probate, spoke to his budget, noting necessary 
_ budget increases, and other increased within his budget. He also spoke to the 
_ Probate Court budget, noting increases for a special tape recording device and the 

elimination of travel and dues from this budget. Sheriff Sampson spoke to the 


Sheriffs Department budget, stating that a new position of Communications | 
Coordinator was being established within his department, which would raise the 
level of the Assistant Electronic Technician. He stated that his budget has increased 
15%, noting the addition of two additional bailifts and unemployment insurance 


- compensation. Sheriff Sampson stated that the new position of Communications 


Coordinator will be responsible for all communications in Rock. Cnty. He noted that 
this position services 35 base stations with an estimated 200 walkie talkies. He 


_ emphasized that this repair work is done at no costs to the towns. 


Mr. Edward Gustafson spoke to the usage of Sheriff's Department vehicles by other 
departments. Sheriff Sampson stated that there are two county vehicles which are 
utilized by county employees. He also noted vehicles which are utilized to transport 


_ prisoners and also by the medical referee. Sheriff Sampson also spoke to the 
_ County Jail budget. Rep. Quimby stated that it was a unanimous vote of the Sheriff's 


_ Department Sub-Committee to accept the Sheriffs Department budget as 


_ presented. 








Com. Prentiss introduced Mr. Basilio Diaz, Director of Maintenance. Mr. Diaz spoke 
to the Maintenance Department budget, detailing this breakdown. Com. Prentiss 
then spoke to the outdated heating system within the Administration and Justice 
Building, noting the hot air distribution system does not work correctly. He noted 
that Rock. Cnty. is following the presidential guidelines for energy conservation. 


_ Com. Prentiss then explained the Farm budget, noting that this departments budget 
__ Was prepared by the Farm Sub-Committee and the Commissioners. He explained 
_ that advertising is being done for a new farm manager, noting the farming operation 


is being maintained. He reviewed operating expenses as well as adjustments for new 
goals and objectives for the farm operation. Com. Prentiss spoke to the desire of up- 
grading the animal herd (beef and hogs). 
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The meeting recessed at 1:13 P.M. for lunch and reconvened at 2:03 P.M. At this 
time, Com. Prentiss introduced Mr. William Sturtevant as Administrator and Mrs. 
Gladys Sanborn as Coordinator of Operations for the Rock. Nursing Home. Mr. 
Sturtevant reviewed the Nursing Home budget, noting an overall increase of 8%. 


Old Age Assistance, Direct Relief and Board and Care of Children were reviewed. 
Com. Prentiss spoke to the NH State Statute, which changed the total number of 
consecutive days (365) to 365 commulative days. He also added that over 385 
cases have accumulated. Interest on Loans, Interest on Bonds and Payment on 
Bonds was reviewed. It was stated that, although the Bond has been approved tor 
the new Correctional Facilities, a determination as to when the Bond will be done has 
not been reached due to the high interest rates. Mr. Chandler added that 
Rockingham County has a two (2) year period to float the bond. Mr. Gustafson 
questioned what the present difference is in the amount of interest for short term 
notes and what can be expected in the future. Mr. Chandler responded, stating that 
in 1978, it was anticipated that 54% for 15 years would be spent as opposed to the 
current figure of 742%. He added that this cost might come down in 1980. Mr. 
Gustafson commented that the current figure of 7/2% as opposed to 544% was very 
significant. 

The Cooperative Extension Service budget was reviewed by Phil auger. He noted the 
bulk of the increase was for agent salaries, noting a new position. He reviewed the 
duties of the new agricultural agent, stating that he/she will be urban associated and 
will aid the backyard gardener. Rep. Gould, Ch. of the Coop. Extension Sub- 


Committee reported that the sub-committee did meet and unanimously endorsed _ 


the Cooperative Extension budget, and also endorsed the merits of the dental plan. — 


The meeting recessed at 3:14 P.M. 


The meeting reconvened at 3:15 P.M. for a Public Hearing on Revenue Sharing. 
Com. Prentiss stated that the Sheriffs Department has requested two cruisers and 


one van, totalling $22,000. from Revenue Sharing monies. He stated an ideal use of © 
Revenue Sharing funds would be the purchase of a word processor which was — 


requested by the County Attorney's Office. He also stated that the Commissioners 
Office asked that a new copy machine be purchased from Revenue Sharing monies. 
Ch. Griffin questioned the Sheriff relative to the purchase of two additional cruisers 
and one van from Revenue Sharing monies. A member of the public suggested that 
the two cruisers requested by the Sheriffs Department from Revenue Sharing 
monies be eliminated or eliminate the use of two old cruisers, no longer utilized by 
the Sheriffs Dept., but still used on a county capacity level. Discussion followed 
whereby it was stated that the two spare county vehicles, which are no longer used by 
the Rockingham County Sheriffs Department are loaned out to various police 
departments in the event theirs are in the need of repair. Mrs. May Castin of Derry, 


N.H. testified that the Town of Derry had utilized the services of a county vehicle, — 


while the Derry town cruiser was being repaired. There being no further discussion, 
the Public Hearing on Revenue Sharing was closed at 4:10 P.M. The Public Hearing 
relative to the proposed 1980 budget commenced at 4:11 P.M. 
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Discussion relative to the non-county specials within the Rockingham County 
budget proposed for 1980 followed. A number of representatives of agencies 
requesting money spoke for their budget request. Rep. Flanagan also spoke to a 
new proposal from the Rockingham County of Elders. She stated that the Special 
Budget Request Committee will be meeting with several agencies requesting 
funding from Rockingham County in an effort to combine some of these efforts. Mr. 
Robert Tiffany of Seabrook, N.H., spoke to this suggested effort, which he felt, would 
take some of the burden off the taxpayers. The Public Hearing on the proposed 
1980 budget was closed at 4:32 P.M. 


At this time, Rep. Boucher asked the Ch. of the Exec. Com. that when the full 
Delegation meets to adopt the budget, could the format be changed so that a roll call 
be done just before the close of the meeting. 


The Public Hearing on the 1980 Estimated Income convenned at 4:33 P.M. Com. 
Driscoll spoke to OAA-MA which he stated, shows up in the Rockingham Nursing 
Home receipts. Discussion followed. Rep. Quimby, at this time, noted his concerns 
with the total budget proposed for 1980. There being no further discussion, the 
Public Hearing on the Estimated Receipts was closed at 4:37 P.M.

Quimby voted qn the negative. Rep. Parr reviewed the Revenue Sharing report. She 
reviewed the motion made by her committee.

Motion adopted. Rep. Blanchette voted in the negative. The Superior Court budget 
was then discussed by the Ch. of the subcommittee, Rep. Jones. Rep. 
Krasker/Pucci moved to accept and recommend the sum of %684,717.00 as 
recommended by the sub committee to the Delegation. Motion adopted. County 
Attorney/Medical Referee - Rep. Sytek gave a lengthy report regarding her sub- 
committee recommendations. Mr. Carleton Eldredge reviewed in length, nis budget 
proposal, as well as the Medical Referee budget. Discussion followed. Rep. 
Benton/Krasker moved to recommend to the Delegation, the sum of 164,802.00 
for the County Attorney/Medical Referee budget. Much discussion followed relative 
to recinding a prior voting of the Delegation, whereby the County Attorney could 
retain a private practice. Discussion relative to other counties who have full-time 
county attorneys ensued. Rep. Blanchette/Quimby moved to amend the motion, to 
recommend to the Delegation the sum of $161,779.00., which is based on the 
exclusion of a salary increase for the County Attorney. Rep. Blanchette spoke to her 
motion, stating that a motion was passed in the beginning of the meeting that any 
salary increases for elected officials, be done at the end of the meeting, and that her 
motion speaks to that issue. Further discussion followed whereby each budget 
figure was broken down, to reflect: $124,969.00 for the County Attorney budget and 
$36,810.00 for Medical Referee budget. Motion adopted. 


Farm budget - Com. Prentiss reviewed this budget in length He informed Exec. 
Com. members that better management procedures are now being done, noting 
that the Farm is in “transition”, which hopefully, will be on a ‘break even basis”. 
Discussion followed. Rep. Quimby/Pucci moved to recommend to the Delegation, 
the Farm budget at $127,741.00. Motion passed. Maintenance - Rep. Kane reported 
his sub-committees recommendations. Aiso reviewed at this time were Maintenance 
Specials, noted as follows: re-roof east half of !ower Court House ($28,000.)

Discussion 
followed whereby Rep. Pucci moved to increase the mileage reimbursement to 
legislators to 17¢ per mile. Motion seconded by Rep. Krasker. Discussion followed. 
Rep. Pucci/Krasker amended the motion, that this increase be effective upon the 
adoption of the 1980 budget. Amended motion adopted. Rep. Boucher voting in the 
negative. Rep. Blanchette/Boucher moved to recommend the sum of $5,078.00 for 
insurance. Motion adopted. Rep. Boucher/Blake moved to recommend the sum of 
$15,000. for Matching Funds. Motion passed. Rep. Krasker moved/seconded by 
Rep. Skinner to recommend 231,000.00 to the Delegation for Retirement. Motion 
adopted. 


Rep. Flanagan reported regarding non-county specials. She reviewed in length, her 
sub-committee recommendations. Rep. Boucher/Blanchette moved to 
recommend 935,125.00 to the Delegation for the Rock. County Conservation Dist. 
Discussion followed. Rep. Quimby/Blake moved the question. Motion to limit 
debate adopted. Vote on motion adopted. Discussion followed. Rep. 
Quimby/Boucher moved to recommend to the Delegation, the balance of the non- 
county specials, as recommended by the Special Budget Request Committee, with 
the understanding that amendments can be made to the figures presented. Motion 
adopted. County Specials - Rep. Quimby/Blake moved to recommend $22,000. 

from Revenue Sharing monies for the purchase of two cruisers and one van for the 
Sheriff s Dept. Motion adopted. Rep. Kane/Wilson moved to recommend 952,000. 
for Maintenance Specials. Motion adopted. Rep. Wilson/Pucci moved to 
recommend to the Delegation the sum of 93,945. from Revenue Sharing for the 
Commissioners Special copier. Motion adopted. Discussion followed regarding the 
County Attorney Special (RS). Rep. Benton/Skinner moved to recommend the sum 
of $15,500. be presented to the Delegation for the purchase of a word processor for 
the County Attorney's Office. Rep. Blanchette/Skinner moved to amend the motion 
to recommend the sum of $15,500., and that the final purchase be with the approval 
of the Revenue Sharing Committee and the County Attorney/Medical Referee 
Committee, with the understanding that the use not be limited to the County 


Attorney's Office. Motion adopted. 


Rep. Gage/Pucci then moved that the Revenue Sharing report be referred back to 
the Revenue Sharing Sub-Committee, for a more detailed report. Discussion 
followed. Motion adopted for four negative votes. Rep. Quimby/Boucher moved 
that the Sheriffs Dept. Sub-Committee be authorized to bring ina recommendation 
to the Executive Committee, one half hour prior to the full Delegation Meeting. Rep. 
Quimby spoke to his motion. Discussion followed. Rep. Quimby/Blake moved the 
question. Motion to limit debate adopted. Vote on motion made by Quimby 
adopted. Discussion relative to a uniform percentage for elected officials increases 
in salaries, working with a suggested 7% and/or 15% increase as suggested by Rep. 
Blanchette, and report back to the Executive Committee prior to the full Delegation 
Meeting. Discussion followed. Rep. Quimby withdrew his motion. Rep. Boucher 
withdrew his second. Discussion followed. Rep. Blanchette/Boucher moved to 
recommend to the Delegation that elected officials (Register of Deeds, County 
Attorney and Commissioners) receive a 14% increase in salaries. Discussion 
followed. Rep. Blanchette/Boucher withdrew their motion and second. Rep. Gage 
then moved, stating that having voted with the prevailing side, she asked the 


Executive committee to reconsider their motion concerning the salary increase for 
sheriff. The motion made by Rep. Gage was recorded in the negative. Rep. - 
Blanchette/Boucher moved to recommend to the Delegation that a 14% increase in 
salaries be given to the following positions: Sheriff, Commissioners, Register of 
Deeds and county Attorney, excluding the position of Treasurer, to be effective 
November 15, 1980. Discussion followed. Rep. Blake/Quimby moved the 
question. Motion to limit debate adopted. Rep. Gage/Boucher requested a roll call. 
Request adopted. Motion carried - 11 yeas and 4 nays. YEAS: Benton, Blake, 
Blanchette, Boucher, Connors, Krasker, Quimby, skinner, Stimmell, Tavitian, 
Wilson. NAYS: Pucci. Gage, Kane, Schwaner. 


The Estimated Income for 1980 was then reviewed. Rep. Boucher/Quimby moved 
to accept the Estimated Income, as presented and recommended such to the 
Delegation. Motion carried. A motion was then made by Rep. Boucher/Wilson that 
the roll call for attendance be taken at the end of the full Delegation meeting. 
Discussion followed. Rep Wilson/Boucher amended motion to state that when the 
notice goes out to the entire Delegation, informing them of the full Delegation 
Meeting, that this motion be included in the letter, reitterating the above. Motion 
adopted. Rep. Kane asked whether written excuses can be given to the Chair, if 


excuses are warranted. Rep. Wilson stated that written excuses can be submitted to 
the Chair. 


There being no further business to come before the meeting, Rep. 
Boucher/Quimby moved to adjourn the meeting. Motion adopted at 6:30 P.M.

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REPORT OF ROCKINGHAM COUNTY COMMISSIQNER’S 


Pursuant to the provisions of Statute the Board of Commissioners submit 
herewith their 1979 report. 


The County Commissioners awarded the bid on the construction of the new 
Jail/House of Correction and Sheriff's facility to Bonnette, Page and Stone at the 
price of 94,678,031. Site preparation work has started in the fall of 1978 and the 
general contractor began work at the site in Brentwood in the early spring. At the 
close of the year the project was about 45% complete, with completion scheduled for 
late 1980. 


The low bid was substantially over the budgeted amount. The Commissioners 
and the Building Committee worked with the architect to effect cost savings, yet it 
was still necessary to increase the amount of the bond. 


Work on the new water tower was completed save for the painting of the interior 
and exterior, which will be done in late spring 1980. The Commissioners are in the 
process of applying for a grant for a new third well to serve as a back-up for the water 
system. 


The first payment of L.E.A.A. monies was received and the Commissioners are 
pursuing funds in addition to the $300,000 already committed. Third year funding 
for matrons is anticipated. 


In addition to the $215,000 recouped from the New Hampshire Division of 
Welfare, the Commissioners achieved, effective October 1, an increase of $7.01 per 
patient day. This represents $740,000 in additional revenues for the County, an 
increase of 21% for the Nursing Home. 


The CETA prime sponsorship was not renewed for FY 80 because the United 
States Department of Labor, Region !, would not and did not approve, in a timely 
manner, plans and funds for a study. The study, to be performed by the Center for 
Industrial and Institutional Development of the University of New Hampshire, would 
have provided an in depth analysis of the CETA law and regulations, their impact on 
the operation and effectiveness of the prime sponsor and also areas in which the law 
and regulations could be changed to impact on a wider potential work force. 


The Commissioners have appointed William Sturtevant as an Administrator for 
the Nursing Home. They have also restructured the administration of management 
of the county operations in Brentwood. Mrs. Galdys R. Sanborn serves as 
Coordinator of Operations (nursing home, maintenance and farm). In the few 
months this change has been in operation, it has been seen to have had very positive 
results. 


We wish to thank our fellow elected officials, representatives, employees and 
citizens of the County for their continued cooperation and assistance for the 
betterment of County goverment.

We have been 
updating oue equipment to provide our residents with the comforts and care they 
deserve.

We shall continue to make attempts in improving 
our staff development program, and increase recruitment of highly qualified staff. 
We are ir: hopes of organizing a family council to meet with administration and staff 
to discuss mutual problems and provide improved communications.

REPORT OF THE ROCKINGHAM COUNTY REGISTER OF DEEDS 


To The Honorable Board of Commissioners of Rockingham County 


Gentlemen: 


My staff and myself spend considerable time showing the public how to 
research the land records. In addition to searching the records to determine that the 
legal title is free of liens and defects, many people search to determine the age of 
their home; to determine the boundaries of the land; to determine family 
history/ancestry; to determine the appraisal value of property; to determine names 
of new owners; to determine credit responsibility of owners of property. My office is 
open to the public weekdays 8 - 4:30. 


Another legal responsibility of this office is to send to each of the 37 
communities in Rockingham County a copy of all deeds, mortgages, and other 
conveyances of real estate which have been recorded in the registry during the 
preceding month. Upon receiving this list the towns or cities may legally update their 
tax records with the name of the new owner or mortgagee. 


1 am pleased to report considerable progress on the re-indexing of the 1640- 
1920 records which will provide a permanent alphabetized index as required by New 
Hampshire law. When completed, this will also provide a permanent index on 
computer tape which can be updated and reprinted at any time with very little 
additional expense to the county. We are continuing to microfilm all recorded 
documents for general public use as well as to provide a security copy which is 
stored off thie premises. 


Despite the high interest rates and the reduced activity in the real estate market, 
as evidenced by 4223 fewer recordings, this office is pleased to report gross receipts 
declined only 9.5%. The total receipts for 1979 were $365,316., while the total 
expenses were °280,343., showing surplus receipts over expenses to be $84,470. 


The capabilities and dedication of my staff, as well as the effective direction and 
attention of the present board of Cornmissioners and Delegation enabled me to 
conduct this office as a business during the year 1979.

TOTAE 
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THE SHERIFF’S DEPARTMENT 
TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS: 


Once again the Rockingham County Sheriffs Department has had an 
increasingly busy year. In our Civil Division over 11,148 civil actions were received, 
processed and served, an increase of 2,589 cver 1978. This increase in service 
created $162,000 in revenue for the County. 


The Grand Jury handed down 611 indictments, 54 of which were obtained by 
the Rockingham County Sheriffs Department for criminal prosecution. Among 
these offenses were burglaries, thefts, forgeries, assaults, possession, selling and 
manufacturing of controlled drugs, arson and attempted murder. 


In our Communications Department we continue to receive additional alarms 
for burglaries and other emergencies. The Dispatch Center continues to be busy 
_ with an increase in the number of radio transmissions logged to over 98,000. It is 
through the constant alertness of these dedicated people that rapid assistance is 
sent in. all types of emergency situations throughout the County and in many cases 
tragedy is averted. 


There were 320 polygraph examinations administered by the two examiners of 
_ the Sheriffs Department during the year 1979. The largest number of requests 
came from Salem, Derry and Londonderry Police Departments. Use of the program 
by the Sheritfs Department, the County Attorney's Office, the Federal and State 
_ Agencies remained about the same. There were also 75 pre-employment 
examinations administered for various police agencies throughout the County. The 
_ leading category of crimes investigated with polygraph was burglary followed by 
thefts, rapes, arsons and assaults on juveniles. 


It is with pride and dedication that all the staff in the Sheriffs Department serve 
_ the County and law enforcement. I! wish to acknowledge and thank the 
_ Commissioners, the Sheriffs Sub-Committee and the Rockingham County 
_ Convention Representatives for their continued support and cooperation which 
make it possible for us to assist the citizens and all the law enforcement agencies in 
_ Rockingham County.

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COUNTY JAIL/HOUSE OF CORRECTION 
TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS: 


It was another busy year for the Jail/House of Correction with the records 
showing total admissions for 1979 as 1,686. The number of held/boundovers 
increased from 1,312 to 1,463, a 10.3% change. The number of days that these 
same inmates were held decreased from 7,988 to 7,582, a change of 5.3%. These 
figures indicate that while the number of people admitted to the Jail/House of 
Correction has increased, their length of stay has been shorter. 


Through contract the Jail facilities have been made available to other counties 
to quarter their prisoners at a per diem rate. This has added $9,600 in revenue to the 
County for 1979. 


In spite of its age and limited facilities, we can proudly state that our Jail/House 
of Correction continue to have a high standard of security and cleanliness. This is 
due to the constant attention that our dedicated staff of Correctional Officers 
maintain on a round the clock basis.
